BOONE ACCUSES PRISON HEAD OF ‘POOR JUDGMENT’ 

CORRECTIONS Commissioner John O. Boone said 
Wednesday “apparently... poor judgement” by the 
6uperintendent of Norfolk Prison Colony allowed con¬ 
victed murderer Walter Elliott to make an ill-fated 
break for freedom that led to the deaths of four persons, 
including two Norfolk employees, his wife and himself. 
Gov. Francis W. Sargent concurred with Boones tenta. 
tive indictment of Norfolk Superintendent George H. 
Bohlinger III, but cautioned that a final assessment of 
blame for Monday’s abortive escape attempt would have 
to await the report of a five-member committee, im¬ 
paneled Tuesday to probe the affair. That committee, 
headed by former Corrections Commissioner John Gavin, 
was to begin its investigation today. Sargent and Boone 
met with newsmen Wednesday after a one-hour, 45- 
minute, dosed door meeting with seven representatives 
of the state’s prison guards unions in the governor’s 
State House office. Dominic Presti, the spokesman for 
the guards and head of the guards’ union at Walpole 
Correctional Institute, who hoped to press Sargent for 
Boone's dismissal, characterized the meeting as a failure 
and charged he was not allowed to present points and 
demands he had raised in the wake of the Norfolk 
ahootings Monday. Boone told newsmen Bohlinger who 
revealed Tuesday he had received information from 
various sources that Elliott was planning a break, had 
the power and should have locked Elliott up based on 
the information he had received. “He chose in his 
discretion not to lock the man up,” said Boone. 
‘‘Apparently, it was a poor judgement.” 


Grossman Discusses Eagleton 
And Democratic Party Future

Senator George McGovern 

must quickly turn his 
attention back to the “grass 
roots activitsts” that helped 
secure his nomination if he 
is to have any hopes of being 
elected, Newton Democratic 
National Committeeman 
Jerome Grossman said in an 
Interview Tuesday. 

Grossman, due to leave 
shortly for the national 
conclave that will select a 
successor to fill the now 
vacant vice presidential spot 
on the Democratic ticket, 
said unless the McGovern 
“movement” becomes “a 
movement the way it was, 


victory will be very 
difficult” 

Grossman said he thought 
the democratic presidential 
nominee still had “plenty of 
time” to take action and that 
it was still possible to “re¬ 
inspire” McGovern workers. 

Grossman and fellow 
members of the Democratic 
National Committee are 
faced with the unpreceden¬ 
ted task of selecting a sec¬ 
ond vice president candi¬ 
date now that Sen. Thomas 
Eagleton has stepped down. 

After news of Eagleton’s 
hospitalizations during the 
1960's for psychiatric 


treatment reached the 
public, Grossman was 
among the first of liberal 
spokesmen In the country to 
call for his resignation for 
the Democratic ticket. 

The committeeman 

explained that while he was 
sympathetic- to the senator, 
he felt the party had to “put 
first things first,’’ and “first 
things,” he declared, are 
electing George McGovern 
and ending the war in 
Vietnam. 

“Once that is done,” 
Grossman added, “then 
many other things will begin 
to flow and we can address 
ourselves to modernizing the 


country and making all the 
necessary reforms to keep 
us up to date with changing 
situations.” 

Grossman said he had “no 
personal preference” on 
McGovern’s second choice 
as a running mate, and add¬ 
ed that he “expected to 
support” the man or woman 
McGovern suggests to the 
national committee. 

He went on to modify his 
statement somewhat by 
saying he “hoped” McGovern 
“will offer as a vice 
presidential candidate 
someone who has the same 
position he has on issues-in

DEMOCRATS READY TO PICK THEIR OWN VEEP CHOICE 

SEVERAL MEMBERS of the Democratic National 
Committee were reported Wednesday to be ready to 
aubmit alternatives as the party’s vice presidential candi¬ 
date if they are dissatisfied with Sen. George S. Mc¬ 
Govern’s choice. McGovern will appear personally before 
the committee, at an emergency session Tuesday after, 
noon, to press for his preference as a successor to Sen. 
Thomas F. Eagleton, who withdrew Monday night at 
the Democratic nominee’s request. Although McGovern 
was still consulting with advisers, a highly placed source 
on his campaign staff said it appeared that Sen. Edmund 
S. Muskie of Maine, who was Hubert H. Humphrey's 
running mate in 1969, was the leading contender for the 
same spot on the ticket this year. Leaving his office 
for lunch, McGovern said he was still “giving careful 
thought to a number of possibilities” and taking his 
time in reaching a decision, w r hich he promises to an¬ 
nounce before Monday. “I haven’t offered it to anybody, ’ 
he said. 

HUGE BIG SUR FOREST FIRE HEADS TOWARD WILDERNESS 

A FOREST FIRE roared uncontrolled along a six- 
mile front Wednesday in Big Sur, California, heading 
toward a 10,000 • acre wilderness of scenic California 
coastline. The fire consumed more than 3,000 acres of 
timber and brush since it burst into life Tuesday. About 
1,200 campers and Boy Scouts fled the endangered areas. 
Fire officials brought in an army of more than 1,000 men 
with planes, helicopters, bulldozers and hand tools to 
fight the flames. “It is wide open” said Garry Munsey 
of the U.S. Forest Service. “It is going to get a lot larger 
before it is contained.” The flames broke out Tuesday 
afternoon two miles north of the town of Big Sur. Inves. 
tigators said there was evidence it started from an 
Illegal campfire. 

STENNIS ASSAILS PROPOSED WAR FUNDS CUT OFF 

CHAIRMAN John C. Stennis of the Senate Armed 
Services Committee charged Wednesday a legislative 
cut off of U.S. war funds would leave the United States 
at the mercy of North Vietnam. Denouncing the end-the. 
war amendments before the Senate, the Mississippi 
Democrat said “in all of American history there is no 
precedent that the legislative branch could move in and 
cut off actually appropriated funds for conduct of a 
war.” Such a cut-off, loosely tied to a return of war 
prisoners, “would throw us on the mercy, the liberality, 
the generosity of the North Vietnamese,” Stennis said. 
Btennis and others spoke out against an amendment to 
the $20.5 billion military appropriations bill, offered by 
Sen. Alan Cranston, D-Calif., which would cut off. war 
funds after Oct. 1. It would also end U.S. military in¬ 
volvement throughout Indochina after a cease-fire was 
negotiated with the Communists and U.S. war prisoners 
were released and missing men accounted for. Sen. 
Edward W. Brooke, R-Mass., offered a similar amend¬ 
ment to cut off the money in four months contingent 
only on release of the POW’s. Sen. George Aiken, R-Vt., 
moved to attach President Nixon’s peace offer to the 
bill as a substitute for the Cranston amendment. It 
would simply state that a complete withdrawal of U.S. 
forces from Vietnam shall be accomplished in four 
months following establishment of an internationally 
supervised ceAse-fire throughout Indochina and the re. 
lease of POW’s and an accounting of those missing in 
Action.

COMMUNIST UNLEASH HEAVY ARTILLERY ATTACK 

NORTH VIETNAMESE gunners leveled their heav. 
Jest artillery counterattack of the five-week-old govern¬ 
ment drive to recapture Quang Tri province Wednesday, 
pouring more than 1,100 rounds on South Vietnamese 
positions on the edge of the provincial capital. The Com¬ 
munists followed up the barrage with two separate 
ground attacks but were driven back by South Viet, 
namese marines after nightlong fighting. A government 
spokesman said six North Vietnamese and eight South 
Vietnamese were killed in the clashes. The battle for 
Quang Tri—the only South Vietnamese province ever 
captured by the Communists—had turned mainly into 
an artillery duel. South Vietnamese artillerymen dumped 
20.000 rounds on already battered Quang Tri City Mon 
day to try to drive out the North Vietnamese. A military 
spokesman said the government artillery would increase 
until the Communists abandoned the citadel—a 13 acre 
fortress defended by well dug-in North Vietnamese. 

EGYPT, LIBYA MERGER AGREEMENT REACHED 

EGYPTIAN PRESIDENT Anwar Sadat and Libyan 
strongman Col. Moammar Khadafy completed three 
days of extensive talks Wednesday and announced agree¬ 
ment to join the two Arab nations in complete union as 
soon as possible. The merger will create the biggest— 
and one of the richest nations in the Middle East. Pol¬ 
itical sources in Beirut said it would notably strengthen 
the Arab front against Israel. The union will form a 
new nation in the northeast corner of Africa with a 
population of 37 million, an annual gross national prod, 
uct of $7 billion, and a land surface of about 1.1 million 
square miles.

increase of $4.17, making the 
school share of the Increase

Employee salaries account 
for the major part of the 
city’s $7.59 portion of the 
increase, Mayor Mann noted. 

The original budgetary 
request from city departments 
in February amounted to 
$58,532,149. The mayor and the 
Board of Aldermen reduced 
the total to the final budget, 
approved in March. of 
$52,756,008. The School 
Department’s budget i s 
$24,961,722, about 47 per cent 
of the total. 

Aldermen Monday night 
took action on a customary 
request from the city 
administration to reduce the 
tax rate at least slightly by 
appropriating some money 
from budgetary surplus. 
Mann requested $550,000 be 
taken from surplus, for a 
$1.54 reduction in the tax 
rate. 

Aldermen also appropriated 
$740,930 from this year’s taxes 
to go into reserve to cover 
possible salary increases 
resulting from current 
contract negotiations. To date, 
the city has been bargining on 
the basis of a granting a 4.3 
per cent cost of living increase 
in negotiations. 

In a statement on the new 
rate, Mayor Mann said: 

“Although we anticipated a 
much higher increase, I 
recognize that any increase 
represents a hardship, and 
although I am gratified we 
managed to hold it down, we 
realize we must continue to 
give municipal money 
management top priority in 
our attempt to get funds to 
run the city government.” 

In the last six years, 
Newton’s yearly property tax 
rate increases have ranged 
from $1.80 to the new high of 
$18. The previous greatest 
increase was the $14.60 
increase in 1970. 

The $1.80 increase came in 
1966. 

In succeeding years, 


Thursday, Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann asked that an emergency 
board meeting be called to 
take action on the committee 
request Wednesday. 

Baldwin, stating that the 
first step toward joint 
o p e r a t i on s is the 
establishment of the district, 
stressed that the district must 
be approved by the Newton 
Board of Aldermen and the 
Waltham City Council. 

Both communities are 
faring EPA deadlines on 
their solid waste disposal 
operations. 

Baldwin noted that Newton’s 
incinerator could be repaired 
while Waltham’s is beyond 
saving, and that Waltham has 
land that could be used as a 
landfill site while Newton does 
not. Should the two 
communities get together, they 
could work out a plan to 
jointly update Newton's 
incinerator and develop 
Waltham’s landfill site. 

The cities face two EPA 
deadlines on the proposal, 
Baldwin said. The final 
proposal Is to be prepared by 
Aug. 17 and the EPA deadline 
for funding is Sept. 29. The 
administrator said he felt the 
EPA would allow the cities 
more time past Aug. 17 
because of the logistics 
involved in bringing the 
matter before both aldermanic 
bodies. 

Baldwin estimated It 
would take until mid- 
September to actually 
establish the district. 

EPA representative Gerry 
Wager visited the incinerator 
and both city dumps last 
Friday when he came to 
discuss the proposal with city 
officials.

Common Scolds 

Latest example of our busy court systems digging 
tp out-moded laws which in some cases date their ori¬ 
gin before the Puritans, comes from New Jersey. 

Hauled before a county judge was a woman, re¬ 
cently moved from Long Island, X.Y., to a small Ne\v 
Jersey township. The new arrival apparently had a few 
frustrations adjusting to her new environs and during 
the adjustment took time out to level sundry criticisms 
of her new neighbors. 

The neighbors appealed to the police to do some¬ 
thing about the talkative new-comer. At first the police 
could find nothing in the books which could justify ac¬ 
tion by them. Finally some not-too-easilv discouraged 
researcher found an old law’ which appeared to fit the 
case. j 

The law was sort of simple. It forbid women (no 
mention was made of men) from acting as common j 
scolds. 

Off to the courthouse marched the lawyers, the! 
neighbors’ witnesses and the accused new’-comer. The | 
law, it appears, had been on the county books for many 
years but no convictions were attributed to it since; 
1890. 

The judge didn’t waste much time with the casej 
although he later expressed an opinion that in these - 
parlous days everyone who did a little fault-finding ‘ 
might happen to find their way to a public ducking 
stool if they were females. 

He threw’ the case out of court on sort of a tech- ■ 
ideality, pointing out that whoever wrote the old law . 
bad failed to include men as potential scolds, and it 
was, therefore, unconstitutional. 

It’s difficult today to find justification of the old 
Common Scolds law and while most of them may have 
moved away from the back fences to the cocktail 
lounges or even sewing clubs, there are times when a 
modern society can use their tongues.

Bellwether Illinois Seems 
Headed For Nixon Column 


Illinois is one of the truly bellwether states in 
the Union in Presidential elections. It has voted for 
the winning candidate for President in the last 13 
consecutive elections. 

The last time it voted for a losing candidate 
was back in 1916 w hen it supported Charles Evans 
Hughes who was defeated by Woodrow Wilson. 

Polls in Illinois at the present time indicate that 
it w’ill go for President Nixon in next November’s elec¬ 
tion although the trend, of course, could change in the 
next three months. 

Mr. Nixon carried Illinois in 1968 but only by a 
plurality of 130,000 votes over Hubert H. Humphrey. 

Present surveys show Nixon picking up most of 
the conservative vote that went to George C. Wallace 
four years ago. 

It also is virtually certain that Mayor Richard J. 
Daley will not support Senator George McGovern with 
the same vigor and euthsiasm with which he backed 
Hubert Humphrey. 

In fact, it is generally assumed in Chicago that 
Daley will ignore McGovern despite his “I am a 
loyal Democrat” pronouncement.

It was obvious from the start that Eagleton would 
have to get off the Democratic ticket and that the long¬ 
er he delayed in doing it the worse the situation would 
become. 

Eagleton talked altogether too much and most 
of the time said the wrong things. His declaration 
that he would never get off the Democratic ticket 
was brave but unwise. 

Columnist Jack Anderson fogged up the situation 
with his unsubstantiated allegations that Eagleton had 
been arrested for drunken driving. 

But the fact remained that Eagleton was a mill¬ 
stone around McGovern’s neck and that both McGovern 
and Eagleton to some extent were responsible for the 
predicament in which they found themselves. 

McGovern’s own supporters, w ho had been ready 
a short time before to set out to conquer the coun¬ 
try, became discouraged and confused, their ban¬ 
ners trailing in the duvst.

lie decided against it on the theory that it was not 
important.

Eagleton used questionable judgment w hen he ap¬ 
peared on a nationally televised panel show’ in which 
one of his questioners w’as columnist Anderson who al¬ 
ready had smeared him. 

Anderson, a rather arrogant individual, apolo¬ 
gized to Eagleton for breaking his own rules and 
broadcasting an unsubstantiated item but then de¬ 
clared he wasn’t retracting it because he hadn’t 
actually ascertained if it was true or not. 

Eagleton was treated unfairly and even brutally on 
national television by the moderator of the panel who 
asked him if he w’anted to explain to TV viewers why 
he was sweating and his hands were treambling. 

Anyone would perspire under the hot TV lights, 
and anyone would be nervous under the circumstances. 


President Nixon 

It is intriguing to speculate on whether White 
would accept such a position if developments cause 
it to be offered to him. 

John A. Volpe gave up the Governorship to take 
the job of Secretary of Transportation in President 
Nixon’s Cabinet, and Elliot Richardson resigned as 
Attorney General to become the No. 2 man in the 
State Department. He subsequently was made Secre¬ 
tary of Health, Education and Welfare. 

* But Mayor White and Governor Francis W. Sar¬ 
gent appear headed toward a return battle in 1974, 
and White may be reluctant to allow’ anything to de¬ 
tour him from that course. 

Governor Sargent and his administration have 
adopted a posture which is hostile to White whom 
he defeated in 1970 and, more importantly, to 
Boston and its citizens. 

Whether he intended to do so or not, Mr. Sargent 
has handed one issue after another to White which 
the Boston Mayor could use against him if the tw’o 
are gubernatorial opponents two years from now. 

For example, the Governor’s veto of a bill w’hich 
w’ould have released some $52 Million in State edu¬ 
cational funds to the City of Boston could force the 
closing of Boston public schools the middle of next 
November for the remainder of the year. 

That would cause a tremendous outcry and pro¬ 
test from the parents of the children who would 
lose five or six weeks of education they could 
never make up and from the teachers who would 
be thrown out of work for that period.

Cabinet Job May Be Offered 
To White If McGovern Wins 
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Boston Mayor Kevin H. White probably will be 
offered a position in Senator George S. McGovern’s 
Cabinet if McGovern is elected President next No¬ 
vember. 

McGovern thinks so highly of the Hub Mayor 
that at one point White w’as his No. 1 choice to be 
his Vice Presidential running mate. Harvard Profes¬ 
sor J. Kenneth Galbraith subsequently dealt a knock¬ 
out blow to Mayor White by telling McGovern the 
selection of White would cause a split in the Massa¬ 
chusetts delegation to the Democratic National Con¬ 
vention. 

Senator McGovern was apologetic to White 
when he finally telephoned him to say that White 
would not he the No. 2 man on the Democratic 
ticket and that he was tapping Senator Thomas 
Eagleton of Missouri to fill that position. 

McGovern is under some personal obligation to 
White. He gave the Boston Mayor reason to believe 
he would be nominated as the Democratic candidate 
for Vice President and then crushed his hopes after 
raising them.

Spiro Seen Likely 76 GOP 
Candidate For President 

Vice President Spiro Agnew is virtually certain to 
be the Republican candidate for President in 1976 
if President Nixon is reelected to a second term next 
November. 

Some more liberal Republican probably will move 
forward to challenge him at the ’76 GOP national con¬ 
vention, but Agnew* will have solidified his position 
in his party after eight years in the Vice Presidency. 

The prospect of standing for the Presidency in 
1976 may cause Spiro to change his political ap¬ 
proach during the next four years. 

When Richard M. Nixon was Vice President and 
during the eight years he was out of public office, he 
cultivated the Republican leaders in the States he vis¬ 
ited. Vic President Agnew has not done that. 

Nixon w’as always available to speak at a big fund¬ 
raising dinner or to visit a state to campaign for a 
Republican candidate for Governor, U.S. Senator or 
Congress. 

He built up political friendships and obligations 
which meant convention votes when he sought the Re¬ 
publican nomination for President in 1968 and no one 
else w’as able to mount a serious challenge against him. 

Spiro Agnew has been more a loner in politics 
than was Richard Nixon before he became Pres¬ 
ident. Agnew has gone in and out of states as the 
emissary for Nixon and made no real attempt to 
build political friendships with the local Repub¬ 
lican leaders. 

If he is interested in standing for the Presidency, 
as he undoubtedly is, he probably will adhere more 
closely during the next four years to the political pat¬ 
tern w’hich proved so successful for Richard Nixon. 

Sarge To Speak For Nixon 
But Wants No "Cheap Shots" 

Governor Francis W. Sargent disclosed that he 
will campaign for the reelection of President Nixon 
but then took much of the good out of his statement 
from a White House standpoint by expressing the 
hope that “they don’t start the cheap shots.” 

This presumably was a slap at Vice President 
Agnew although the Governor declined to answer 
when he was asked if he was referring to Ag- 
new’s recent criticism of Senator McGovern and 
the Vice President’s assertion that McGovern could 
perform “the Hanoi crawl.” 

The Governor himself was guilty of what soma 
observers considered a “cheap shot,” when, in com¬ 
menting upon President Nixon’s appointment of Dem¬ 
ocrat John Connally as Secretary of the Treasury, he 
asked: “Can he add?” 

The answer is that Mr. Connally can add at least 
as w’ell as some of the people Governor Sargent haH 
brought from distant sections of the United States to 
fill state jobs in Massachusetts. 

Mr. Sargent, incidentally, considers that Pres¬ 
ident Nixon has an uphill fight in Massachusetts 
but that he has a chance of carrying the Bay 
State and should not write it off. Mr. Nixon was . 
swamped in Massachusetts by Hubert H. Hum¬ 
phrey in 1968. 

Since Massachusetts is both the most dovish and 
one of the most Democratic States in the Union, it 
probably w’ould mean President Nixon was on his way, 
to victory if he even makes a strong run in defeat here. 

Governor Sargent, who has differed with Presi¬ 
dent Nixon on a number of issues, will speak for him 
both in Massachusetts and outside the state.

the state welfare department for driving persons who 
died as many as 10 years ago. 

From where we sit the state welfare department 
doesn’t make enough distinction between those cases. 

The taxi driver is guilty of malicious fraud. There 
is no malice in the action of the hard-pressed mother 
who tries to earn a little extra money for her family. 

The welfare department should prosecute 
venders who deliberately try to cheat the state. 
That is the only way such a practice can be curbed. 

Charging the state for services not performed 
should be placed into a different category than the 
action of the mother who tries to earn a few extra 
dollars for her family. 

A check of the fraud cases acted upon in May 
showed that only two involved charges against vendors. 
The others involved unreported income. 

Should Prohibit Jane Fonda 
From Returning To U.S. 

Movie actress Jane Fonda, who won an Academy 
Award earlier this year for her performance in “Klute,” 
is a disgrace and traitor to the United States, and 
patriotic Americans should seriously consider boycot¬ 
ting the movies in which she appears. 

Georgia Congressman Fletcher Thompson was right 
when he declared that Miss Fonda should be tried for 
treason for giving “aid and comfort” to the North 
Vietnamese.

Cheaper Dollar 
Makes Travel 
More Expensive 

By MI RRAY J. BROWN 
t PI Travel bditor 

The American tourist will 
generally ha\e to pay 
slightly more than last year 
because of the devaluation 
of the U.S. dollar hut travel 
abroad can still be a 
bargain. 

So says a man who should 
know — Stephen S. Halsey, 
senior vice president and 
general manager of the travel 
division of American Express 
“Dollar devaluation makes it 
a bit more expensive to travel 
outside the United States,” he 
said, “but on the basis of what 
the dollar still buys overseas 
com pa ied to what it buys here, 
the average American still has 
the best of it.” 

Halsey said that the loss in 
the purchasing power of the 
* dollar “while it fluctuates from 
country to country, is still 
fairly modest. 

As sn example, he cited 
the British pound. Before the 
international monetary 
crisis last year, the pound 
was pegged at about $2.10. 
Now Americans are paying 
about $2.60, or roughly 8.5 
per cent more. 

“Generally, however, an 
American can buy more in 
Britan for a pound than the 
can in the United States for 
his $2.60,” Halsey said. “To 
compound our advantage, 
American wage scales make 
the $2.60 — or the pound — 

. easier to come by.” 

He said the same hllds true 
In other countries whose 
currencies have been revalued 
in relation to the dollar, such 
as France, West Grmany, Ja- 
^ pan among othrs. 

As for getting there, 
Halsey noted that major 
international airlines had 
agreed to substantial fare 
r e d u e tl on s on the 
transatlantic routes in 1972 
before the currency crisis. 

“But the effects of dollar 
devaluation are wiping out j 
many of the intended savings,”, 
ho said. "To compensate, the 
International Air Transport 
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Association lIATA) 


has 


ngreed to a three to seven per 
cent increase on the new ticket! 

I prices, depending on 
destination. 

As a result, he said,; 
Americans will end up paying 
about the same — or sightly 1 
more — than last year for 
most round trip tickets. There 
are some exceptions, he noted, 
including most 22-to-45 day 
’’excursions." For instance, 
you can fly New York-London 
roundtrip for $313, or about 
$19 less than last summer. 

A seasoned traveler 
himself, Halsey considers 
bargain hunting to be part 
of the fun of the game. Here 
are some suggestions he 
passed along: 

— Consider visiting countries 
where the dollar devaluation 
has had little or no effects on 
travel costs. Austria, Greece, 
Portugal, Spain and 
Yugoslavia are a m on g 
countries still rated as “good 
buys” by travel professionals. 
Also Mexico and much of 
South America where the 
dollar’s value has not changed. 
In fact, some hotels and 
restaurants in Mexico will even 
give discounts on bills paid in 
U. S. Dollars or travelers 
cheques. 

- Remember that hotel i 
n ccomm od atlo ns, 
transportation, etc. usually 
cost loss and are more readily 
available in the so-called off 
Reason months. For example, 
Paris in the spring, London in; 
the fall, the Caribbean in the | 
Rummer, and Scandinavia in 
the winter 

—Check on packaged 
tours. Whole sale and retail 
tour operators offer 
thousands of economical all- 
inclusive package deals for 
groups and individual 
travelers designed to fit 
most travel budgets. 

In connection with packaged 
tours, Halsey said American 
Express will hold the line on 
previously published 1972 
prices for the land portions 
even through they are based 
on the pre-devalued dollar. Air 
fares will have to comply wtoh 
IATA schedules. 

“This year’s tours were 
planned early in 1971 and bulk 
contracts for hotel space, local 
Sightseeing, restaurants an d 
other features were drawn in 
1971 before the dollar 
devaluation,” he said. “But 
American Express has always 
held to published prices which 
means we will stick to prices 
shown in our Europe (tours) 
Book for 1972.” 

Some major operators and 
hotel chains already are 
passing along the difference.

TORNADO LIFTS HOUSE, KILLS 14 YEAR OLD GIRL 

A TORNADO moving across Massachusetts touched 
down in several communities Wednesday, killing at least 
one person and toppling scores of trees and power lines. 
An unidentified 14 year-old girl was killed at the swim¬ 
ming pool of the Longwood Cricket Club in Newton when 
she took refuge in a pool house. The club’s manager said 
the tornado sent the house 15 feet in the air and the girl 
was crushed when the house came down. Four other per* 
sons at the pool were reported injured, none seriously.

SOUTH VIETNAMESE FORCES BOLSTERED IN HUE 

FEARING a Communist commando attack similar 
to the 1963 Tet offensive, South Vietnamese officials 
moved 600 additional troops into the former imperial 
capital of Hue Wednesday as North Vietnamese gun¬ 
ners fired nine rounds of artillery into the city, killing 
three persons.

Court Overhaul Sought

Concern over the potential 
loss of 50 judges after a 
November referendum was 
one ingredient in the 
formation of a new’ citizen’s 
group that will address 
itself to the crucial! need for 
judicial reform in the 
Commonwealth. 

Organized in March and 
chaired by Russell 
Carmichael of Newton, the 
Massachusetts Council for 
Public Justice has aleady 
drawn up and submitted a 
proposal for Judicial 
selection procedures and 


prepared an initial proposal 
for sweeping changes in 
court procedures. 

The expected voter 
approval of the November 
referendum calling for the 
mandatory retirement of 
judges at age 70 would put 
Gov. Francis Sargent in the 
position of having to find 
almost 50 new judges. 

Vice president of the new 
council, Florence R. Rubin of 
Newton, discussed the 
council's plans and the 
judicial reform proposal in a 
recent interview. 

Initially, she said, the 


council proposes that a 
voluntary nominating 
commission for judicial 
selection he ap|>ointed by the 
governor.

Eagleton and McGovern Aide 
Differ On Questions Asked 

Missouri Senator Thomas F. Eagleton and Frank 
Mankiewicz, Senator George McGovern’s top aide, have 
i sharply differing versions of the questions Eagleton 
i was asked when he was told by McGovern that he 
had been chosen as the Vice Presidential nominee. 

First, it is agreed by everyone that McGovern 
i didn’t ask Eagleton any questions. He simply offered 
his fellow Senator the Vice Presidential nomination 
and Eagleton, in his own words, accepted it befort 
McGovern could change his mind. 

Mankiewicz then took the phone from Mc¬ 
Govern. Eagleton insists Mankiewicz asked him 
one question. Mankiewicz claims he asked several 
questions. If he did, he didn’t ask the right one. 

Eagleton declares that the only question Mankie- 
wicz asked him was if he had any skeletons in his 
! closet. He says he interpreted that as asking if there 
i were any scandals in his background which might bs 
| thrown in his face during the campaign. He replied 
in the negative. 

Mankiewicz maintains that he directed several 
other questions to Eagleton, asking him if he had 
drinking or “women” problems in his past, if he ever 
had a law partner who was involved in a shady deal, 
if there had been anv escapades in his youth tnat hs 
should mention. ♦ 

It isn’t important whether Mankiewicz asked 
these questions or not. But there is some specula¬ 
tion as to why Mankiewicz should say he did ask 
several questions and Eagleton should insist that 
he didn’t. 

Eagleton says if he had been asked about his 
health, he would have told about his nervous disorders 
and his psychiatric treatment. That is not an ordinary 
question, of course, and Eagleton himself says he had 
discussed with his wife whether he should tell McGov¬ 
ern about his medical problems. The answer now is 
an obvious one.

Rumors of Eagleton Medical 
Background Heard At Miami 

It now develops that reports about Senator Thomas 
Eagleton’s medical background and rumors that he had 
a drinking problem were circulated during the Demo¬ 
cratic National Convention in Miami Beach.

Governor Sargent Only One 
To Go To Defense Ot Boone 

Governor Sargent’s assertion that he brought 
Corrections Commissioner John O. Boone to Massa¬ 
chusetts to make reforms in the state’s prison system 
has caused speculation as to just what reforms he has 
in mind. 

Those approved by the Legislature include better 
training for correction officers, creation of more rele¬ 
vant job training programs for prisoners and empow¬ 
ering the corrections commissioner to establish min¬ 
imum standards for all penal institutions in the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

Boone also wants more liberal opportunities 
for those 90 percent of the prison population who 
one day will return to society and their families 
as useful citizens. 

These, of course, are all laudable objectives, but 
there also is the problem of security at the prisons 
for the guards, the public, visitors and even the in¬ 
mates themselves who occasionally are killed by fel¬ 
low' prisoners. 

In a sense prisons in Massachusetts and in most 
other states are run by the prisoners. That has been 
true back through the sweep of the years. 

Guards at the Norfolk Prison Colony, outraged at 
the killing of two of their fellow officers when the 
wife of a convicted murderer smuggled ammunition 
to him, demanded that Boone be fired. 

It seems that the only justification for this 
would be the fact Boone did not act on a recom¬ 
mendation that he transfer a group of problem 
prisoners, including the one who killed two guards, 
his wife and himself, to another institution with 
a higher degree of security. 

It may be significant that the only advocate of 
reform in the prison system who has come to the de¬ 
fense of Boone is Governor Sargent. The others havf 
remained silent.

a vacancy would also be sent 
to the commission for an 
investigation. 

Currently, she noted, there 
are no provisions under law 
Btating that judges must be 
attorneys and those appointed 
are not given any formal 
training in judicial conduct or 
any in-service training 
designed to keep them up-to- 
date with legal and social 
trends. 

In its general proposal, Mrs. 
Rubin said, the council does 
suggest some kind of seminar 
for new judges and a “better 
relationship between social 
services and judges.” 

Mrs. Kubin also noted that 
judicial reform proposals 
have also been submitted by 
the League of Women 
Voters and the Coalition for 
Better J ud ge s. 

Constitutional amendments 1 
setting requirements for j 
Judges have also been 
proposed, she said, but could 1 
not be enacted in time to ! 
Cope with the imminent 
vacancy problem. 

The consensus statement of 
the Council for Public Justice j 
also specifies its ; 
recommendations for court f 
organization and reform. 

It calls for the establishment 
of an intermediate appellate; 
court to “take upon itself the 
hearing and decision of' 
appeals,” a step designed at 
relieving both superior courts 
and the Supreme Judicial 
Court in particular so that it \ 
can “deliberate upon and ' 
decide th e really important 
legal questions which should j 
come tx'fore it.” 

The statement also says the j 
council advocates placing 
additional judges in the 
superior court to “permit it to 
keep pace with its docket and i 
the requirements of modern,! 
efficient court administra- * 
tion.” 

Those attending the : 
conference also decided that! 
changes in the district and' 
municipal courts of the 
Commonwealth should be 
given “primary attention.” 

“To many citj Z pn s who have 
been exposed to them, it j 
appeal's as an unfortunate fact i 
that the trial courts of the 
Commonwealth are not 
dispensing justice impartially 
without rogaixi to race, color 
©r financial position,” the 
report states. 

“Such d i s c rl m i n a t i o n 

appears to be the result, not 
simply of any inherent defect 
In the system as such, but the 
practice of some of the 
individual judges involved and 
cf court personnel. The equal 
and fair application of the law 
Is a goal which all citizens 
expect but many do not fipd inj 
actual practice.” 

The conference proposed , 
seven working goals ! 
addressed to these courts: 

— District and municipal : 
courts should be made courts 1 
of record. Currently, they are I 
not courts of record 
(transcripts are not taken); 
and an appeal of this low court! 
decision takes the form of an 
original re hearing of the case 
In Superior Court. 

The position of a special 
Justice, who functions on a 
part-time basis must be 
eliminated. Mrs. Rubin 
explained that part-time! 

Justices can also work as 
regular lawyers which can. ini 
pome instances, result in a 
conflict of interest. Fori 
example, she said, a special 
justice can be a fellow judge to! 
another justice one day. and | 
turn up as a lawyer before him 
the next. 

—Trial courts should be 
funded by the state and not by 
the county. This step. Mrs. 
Rubin explained, would tend to 
equalize the disparity of 
resources and personnel that 
exist from one county to 
another. 

Admini strati ve and 
supportive staff for trial 
courts should be increased. 

—Representation of indigent 
defendants in the district and 
other t rial courts must be 
strengthened with additional 
funds and manpower to insure 
competent representation for 
all defendants in criminal 
cases. 

—District attorney* should 
be fulltime officials.

“We are concerned with 
value questions here,” Oaks 
said. “Our advantage as a 
private university is we can 
teach a basic value structure 
that provides the sense of 
direction and stability to 
guide the application of 
conventional learning.” 

That, he said, is the 
strength of the university, 
which is owned and operated 
by the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints 
Mormon. 

Oaks, a lawyer trained at 
the University of Chicago 
who started his career as a 
US. Supreme Court law 
clerk for Chief Justice Earl 
Warren, is a native of this 
predominantly agricultural 
area. He was graduated 
from BYU in 1954 during the 
tenure of his predecessor, 
Dr. Ernest L. Wilkinson. 

When Wilkinson was 
named president i n 
Feburary, 1951 the 
university had 4,600 
students. When he left last 
August, he said goodbye to 
a 25,000 member situdent 
body and more than 5,000 
full-time faculty members. 

In his inaugural address, 
Oaks made his mandate for 
running the institution 
clear: 

“At Brigham Young 
University, we still believe In 
democracy’s mission for 
righteousness, and we still

Oaks cited “tension among 
individuals because of 
conflicting values” as being 
the difference between 
student uprisings on other 
campuses and the calmness 
found at Brigham Young. 
Ninety - five per cent of 
BYU’s student body is 
Mormon, and Oaks said this 
basic bond has created a 
“good old fashioned respect 
for authority . . . and the 
idea of ‘let’s be part of the 
solution instead of part of ( 
the problem’.” 

The university Is funded 
entirely by church money, 
and Its lack of dependence 
on federal funds for support 
gives it the freedom to 
provide a balance of 
spiritual training and 
academic knowledge, Oaks 
said. 

“This is what makes us 
unique in our eyes,” he 
added. 

BYU has 12 colleges and a 
graduate school, and the 
addition of a College of Law 
in the near future will mark ! 
an end to its primary | 
physical growth. 

“Now that we’ve reached ! 
our maximum in j 
enrollment,” Oaks said, “we 
will concentrate o n 
broadening our basic 
educational concepts.”

McGee, former director of 
both the California youth 
and adult corrections agency 
and the state department of 
corrections, believe that the 
farther an in dividual 
penetrates the U. S. criminal 
justice system “the harder it 
is to get them out of it.” 

In an interview’ during a 
New York visit he explain¬ 
ed that the “Non-prison” 
plans Involved county facili¬ 
ties scattered in cities and 
communities across the 
state. Each facility would 
handles about 300 offenders 
who would be required to 
live there for the first 30 
days or so. 

Establish a Model 

“By establishing a model, 
minimum-security program 
in which the offender spends 
more time working and 
living in civilian society, 
rather then being locked up 
behind bars, the cost to the 
taxpayer is less and the 
offender is gradually 
reintegrated into civilain 
life,” he said. 

The relatively small 
facilities would consist of 
meeting rooms, a recreation 
center and various 
residential quarters, McGee 
said. Offenders would arrive 
in groups of 30 and would be 
required to live inside for 
the first few weeks. Living 
quarters would be more like 
dormitories than prison 
cells. 

One of the key features of 
the program is intensive 
sup et vision. County pro¬ 
bation officers would have 
caseloads of about 15 
men, instead of the usual 50 
to 200. During their first 
weeks at the facility, the 
men would have round-the- 
clock help from officers who 
would a ttempt to get to 
know as much about their 
youthful charges as possible. 

Honesty Is Key 

“There will be a self- 
examination period,” McGee 
said. “The guys will have 
group discussions as to what 
probation means. Many of 
them nationalize their 
condition—we’ve got to get 
them to look at themselves 
honestly. 

After this the men would 
be helped to find jobs, or job 
training or to return to 
school. They could live at 
home or find outside living 
quarters. At the same time 
they would be meeting 
regularly with their 
supervisors, as W’ell as 


participating in various 
activities at the facility. 

“If their homes aren’t 
good, they can live in motel¬ 
like rooms at the facility,” 
McGee said. “If they have a 
job they can pay room and 
board. Then we gradually 
lengthen the string on 
them.” 

The AJI plan, aided by a 
Ford Foundation grant, 
extends intensive parole 
programs which have 
existed in California for 12 
years. Compared with the 
usual pattern of nine 
months’ prison and 18 
months’ parole, the inten¬ 
sive parole system has turn¬ 
ed out to be twice as suc¬ 
cessful in terms of rehabi¬ 
litation, he said. 

San Diego is considering 
j the AJ 99 non-prison’* 
program, he explained.

In terms of cost per man 
“such facilities would cost 
only one-third as much as a 
prison,” he said. “You’re 
putting money into people 
instead of brick and mortar. 
Our facility, with limited 
inmates would not require 
large kitchen facilities. 
Instead of jailers, we would 
have probation officers. The 
emphasis would be on 
rehabilitation, and case 
management, not punish¬ 
ment. 

McGee said about 90 
percent of all 19-to-23 year- 
old offenders could be 
eligible for the program. He 
admitted, however, that one 
of the “stickiest” problems 
for the plan would be 
community acceptance. 

“Don’t Want Them” 

“Most people don’t want 
them,” he added. “But this 
can he overcome. We must 
get the community involved 
in the programs’ activities. 
People often fail to recognize 
that if the person were not 
under supervision he would 
he getting out one the street 
anyway undr the old sys¬ 
tem, and would be even 
more of a problem. 

‘This way it’s a gradual 
change, with more 
supervision, more work- 
furlough, more training and 
more success.”

Within the current 
decade. giant mining 
machine* will be built to 
reach as far as 20.000 feet 
into the ocean and scoop 
mineral deposits from its 
floor. They will he the new 
tools In the battle for this 
hidden wealth which for the 
first time in history has 
come within humanity's 
grasp. 

Underwater mining 
already is well under way in 
the shallow waters near the 
shore areas of many 
countries. What now is 
coming into view, according 
to U.N. experts, is eventual 
extension of such operations 
into the deep sea. 

The experts anticipate it 
will still take a number of 
years, perhaps even several 
decades, before such mining 
operations can be developed 
on a really large scale, due 
to high cost, but a start is 
within sight. 

Global Pact Seen 

Already international 
Jockeying is taking shape 
between powerful political 
and economic interests, 
centering around the mineral 
riches of the ocean floor, 
prompting a majority of 
U.N. member states to 
acknowledge the need for 
new international over-all 
agreements. 

The U.N.’s 86-member 
Seabed Committee is now 
trying to determine how far 
can national jurisdiction of 
the coastal nations be 
stretched - including 
exclusive rights to mine the 
seabed • and how T are the 
limits to be drawn for the 
“international zone” beyond 
this area. 

The concept of the wealth 
of this zone is the common 
heritage of all mankind was 
confirmed in the General 
Assembly’s Seabed 
Declaration during the 25th 
anniversary session in 1970. 
Now’, the Seabed Committee 
is working on proposals for 
global rules for deep sea 
mining to be submitted to 
the Conference on the Law 
of the Sea in 1973. 

What is at stake is made 
clear in a document prepar¬ 
ed for the committee yast 
year entitled, “.Mineral 
Resources of the Sea,” which 
gives an up-to-date account 
of the mineral wealth of the 
oceans and plans for its 
exploitation. 

One section of the report 
is devoted to the most 
developed form of sea

Of the $7.1 billion w’orth of 
worldwide annual production 
of marine minerals at the 
beginning of this decade, the 
report estimates, $6.1 billion 
were oil and $1 billion hard 
materials. 

Among the latter, coal 
took the first place with $335 
million worth of production 
followed by salt $173 million, 
sand and gravel $150 million 
and magnesium metal $75 
million. 

Traditonal offshore 
mining is now’ going on in at 
least 100 undersea mines in 
Australia, Canada, Chile, 
Finland, France, Greece, 
Ireland, Japan, Poland, 
Spain. Taiwan, Turkey, 
Britain and the United 
States and produces such 
minerals as coal, iron ore, 
tin, nickel, copper, gold and 
limestone. 

In addition, prospecting 
for heavy metals such as 
gold, tin and platinum has 
continued on and off in 
various subsea areas. A 
preliminary study has 
turned up traces of gem 
stones along the coasts of 
Cambodia, Thailand and 
South Vietnam, and of gold 
on the west coast of the Gulf 
of Thailand.

the aerospace industry and 
in foundry sands. Heavy 
demand is expected to 
stimulate their production 
from high-grade deposits in 
shallow waters in the next 
few years. 

Also, a total of 300 
commercial operations in 60 
countries are at present 
concentrating on another 
form of sea mining • 
extraction of minerals 
dissolved in the sea water. 
These include magnesium 
<*ompounds, bromine, heavy 
water, small amounts of 
potasium and calcium 
compounds. 

Practically all of these 
operations are limited to 
relatively shallow’ areas 
within the territorial w’aters. 
Tlio real wealth, according 
to U.N. experts exists in 
manganese modules and 
crusts to be found in the 
international deep sea zone. 
The Seabed Committee's 
report describes this wealth 
as follows: 

“The largest and most 
exceptional of the known 
marine mineral resources 
excluding petroleum are the 
deep-sea nodules which have 
potential as new sources of 
copper and nickel. Geological 
and geochemical studies on 
manganese nodules and 
associated sediments have 
been continually pursued in 
the world’s oceans, and 
prospecting for high-grade 
surficial manganese nodules 
has increased particularly 
during the past few’ years. 

“Several industrial 
corporations in the United 
States and Japan have 
Investigated vast areas of 
the abyssal floor. 
Exploration to date has 
shown that surficial nodules 
of exceptionally high content 
of copper, cobalt, nickel, 
manganese and other 
metals, are likely to be 
present in sufficient 
quantities at depths over 
11,800 feet.” 

Economic Question 

Recent sampling in the 
Pacific and in the southern 
oceans around the Antarctic 
also show the presence of 
manganese nobules in 
sediments at depths of a few 
feet below the sea floor. 
However, it is not yet 
certain whether the buried 
nodule occur in sufficient 
quantities to be of economic 
interest. 

Aside from traditional 
seabed mining equipment 
which can now reach as far 
as 200 feet, the report 
describes two entirely new 
deepsea mining systems 
which are successfully 
tested in 1970 - one 

engineered in the United 
States, the other in Japan. 

The first, operated from a 
converted cargo vessel in the 
Blake Plateau 170 miles off 
the roast of Georgia,

The system consists of a 
slediike dredge head which 
is controlled through a 
television camera as it 
moves along the ocean floor 
collecting the desired 
nodules into a dredge pipe.

Several pump units along 
the dredge pipe move the 
fluid-solid mixture upward 
and a shipboard centrifugal 
separator pours the nodules 
on a conveyor belt which 
transports them to a storage 
area. 

The system was developed 
at a cost of $18 million.

KISSINGER ARRIVES IN SAIGON FOR TALKS WITH THIEU 

HENRY KISSINGER, President Nixon’s top foreign 
policy adviser, arrived in Saigon Wednesday for a series 
of secret meetings with President Nguyen Van Thieu, 
and political observers speculated he had come either to 
reassure Thieu or to ask him to quit. At almost the same 
time, North Vietnamese peace negotiator Le Due Tho left 
Paris on a “routine” visit to Hanoi with a stop in Mos¬ 
cow and probably in Peking. Both U.S. and Communist 
spokesmen said the unexpected trips by the two top 
secret peace tal. v negotiators did not signal a dramatic 
change in the Vietnam War. 

MCGOVERN MESSAGE TO COMMUNISTS URGES PEACE MOVE 

SEN. GEORGE S. McGOVERN has sent word to 
Hanoi negotiators in Paris that they should go ahead and 
make peace witn President Nixon rather than wait for a 
possible change of administrations in Washington follow¬ 
ing the November elections, it was reported in Paris 
Wednesday. Friends of the Democratic presidential can¬ 
didate said that McGovern’s message was relayed to 
North Vietnamese peace talks representatives in Paris 
by Pierre Salinger, White House spokesman under the 
Kennedy administration and a leading figure in Mc¬ 
Govern s campaign for the presidency. It was reported 
Saling-r met three times in the past week with Hanoi 
negotiators in Paris, during which he conveyed McGov¬ 
ern s sentiments to them. McGovern at first denied, then 
Jatcr affirmed reports of the talks. 

BRITISH OFFER $125,000 REWARD FOR ULSTER KILLERS

ing but thrill killers and we want to catch them before 
vbey have a chance to strike again,” a police source said

The action of former Boston Mayor John F. Colling 
in agreeing to head up a Democratic campaign for 
President Nixon in Massachusetts means that the fight 
between Mr. Nixon and Senator George S. McGovern 
in the Bay State probably will be a close one. 

Former Vice President Hubert H. Humphrey 
swamped President Nixon in Massachusetts four 
years ago.

MTOStMMER’S NIGHTMARE 


Militant female liberators, ever sensitive tc 
alights , real or imagined, have recently spawned a 
new term designed to alleviate the problem of uninten¬ 
tional discrimination and added it to the never ending 
list of new titles. 

Now everyone wants to be called a “chairperson/’ 

Just when everyone in Newton was settling down 
and casually referring to men and women alike as 
“chairman” (usually pronounced “chairmun,” anyway), 
alderman, or selectman or congressman, up popped 
this latest solution to a not-so-pressing problem. 

There is only one thing wrong with “chairp3rson.” 

For some unknown reason, it conjures up an im¬ 
age of some nameless, formless, inert nonentity con¬ 
fined to a chair. It suggests inaction. It even rings a 
bell similar to the one rung by the use of the term 
“homebody.” 

Basically, it is a petty pretension. 

There are certainly a number of basic issues that 
“the movement” has called to our attention. There 
. are questions of equal job opportunities and equal pay 
for women that urgently deserve answers. 

It cannot help to cheapen the overall efforts by 
addressing ourselves to the trivial. 

Finally, how much more equal can a woman get 
than when she is referred to as “Chairman”? 

Auto Theft Decline 

Massachusetts generally and the Greater Boston 
area particularly have long been identified with those 
areas of the country where automobile thefts are re¬ 
garded as something of a way of life by police and in¬ 
surance companies. 

Maybe our motorists are to blame. Maybe, the 
young joy-riders and the professional auto thief op¬ 
erators in this part of the country are more adept 
than their counterparts elsewhere. 

If we listen to those persons who strongly advo¬ 
cated the adoption of the so-called auto title law in 
Massachusetts, the high rate of stolen cars, partic¬ 
ularly those taken for re-sale, is now about to drop 
precipitately. 

On Sept. 1, the new Certificate of Motor Vehicle 
Title Law becomes effective in Massachusetts. The 
Bay State has been a little on the laggard side ?n adopt¬ 
ing the measure. We are the 46th State to get it on 
the books. 

Basically, through the use of a computer, the 
Registry of Motor Vehicles will now be able to keep 
a dose check on all car sales—particularly those of a 
casual nature in which stolen cars are usually involved. 
The computer, if all works out, will take the profit 
out of professional car-thieving. 

Because the new law is somewhat complicated the 
Registry plans to conduct training sessions to acquaint; 
insurance writers and automobile dealer staffs with 
its operation. 

That will be gladly accepted by the ordinary!

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Eagleton Tragic Figure In 
Show Of Democratic Harmony 

Missouri Senator Thomas Eagleton was a rather 
tragic figure amidst the political rally and ballyhoo 
which followed the official nomination of Sargent Shri¬ 
ver as the Democratic candidate for Vice President. 

He was trying to make a graceful contribution to 
the show of Democratic harmony, but he was having a 
difficult time doing it. 

His efforts to force a smile left a sad expression 
on his face. His arms were folded when other people 
were applauding during McGovern’s speech. 

Senator Eagleton is bruised and scarred from his 
unhappy venture into the highest level of Ameri¬ 
can politics. 

Eagleton himself is saying nothing, but the people 
around him make no secret of the fact that they be¬ 
lieve he was used badly by McGovern.

Connecticut Senator Abraham Ribicoff was next 
importuned by McGovern to be his running mate.

Senator McGovern got his campaign away to a 
delayed start as a result of the now historic Eagleton 
incident. He is trying to make up for lost time in his 
politicking. 

President Nixon is planning only a short, abbre¬ 
viated campaign, starting probably in early October. 
But he is in the public eye so much that he does not 
need to conduct an extended campaign. 

On Thursday ami Friday before Labor Day, 
for example, President Nixon will hold talks in 
Hawaii with Japanese Premier Kakuel Tanaka.

George Romney, HUD Secretary in President Nix¬ 
on’s Cabinet, did not exactly function as an effective

fraud squad” 

reported only one case of vendor fraud to the Attorney 
General’s department. 

There is no doubt whatever that there are 
many flagrant cases of outrageous vendor fraud 
and that the fraud squad made no realeffort to 
search them out. 

It is little wonder that the director of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Public Welfare Council accused the State 
Welfare Department of “laxity” in failing to report 
vendor fraud. If it wasn’t laxity, it was incompetence ji 
or somthing worse. 

Instead of centering their attention on the ven¬ 
dors who cheat the state and steal money from it, the 
fraud squad trained its guns on poor people who go 
out and work and earn a few extra dollars to supple¬ 
ment their welfare allowances and then fail to report 
that income. 

That, of course, is against the law, hut it is 
not as flagrant an abuse as that perpetrated by the 
cab driver who submits a bill for driving a w elfare

NO BOMBSHELLS IN NIXON'S RENOMINATION SPEECH_ 

President Nixon stood ready Wednesday to accept 
his party’s nomination and disclose a second-term plan 
for a world of peace, but without any bombshell an¬ 
nouncement on the Vietnam War. More than 7,000 police 
and federal troops were under orders to make sure anti¬ 
war demonstrators — their ranks now swo lien to 4,500— 
cannot carry out their battle plan to block traffic and 
force Nixon to deliver his nationally televised acceptance 
speech before a half empty Miami Beach convention hall. 
The delegates’ last routine business before hearing Nix¬ 
on’s 4,000 word, half-hour address was to shout their ap¬ 
proval of another four-year term for Vice President 
Spiro T. Agnew. Agnew’s press seceretary, Vic Gold, dis¬ 
missed as “pure fiction’’ a report that the President had 
assured Agnew of his support for the 1976 presidential 
1 nomination over anyone else, including John B. Connally. 

I Press Secretary Ronald Ziegler said Nixon’s speech would 
| discuss “the great issues of 1972 at home and through¬ 
out the world. But he cautioned against expecting “any 
major new announcements’’ about the war. 

POLICE USE 50 DERELECT BUSES TO FEND OFF PROTESTERS 

POLICE packed 50 derelict buses bumper-to-bumper 
Wednesday at Miami Beach, hoping they would help 
them keep war protesters from their avowed goal of pre¬ 
venting Republican Convention delegates from hearing 
President Nixon’s acceptance speech. Police apparently 
intended to use the line of buses on one side and a strong 
chain-link fence on the other as a corridor through which 
delegates could freely pass to enter the hall for the final 
tession of the 1972 convention. A police spokesman said 
he hoped a “physical confrontation’’ with the protesters 
could be avoided. Protest leaders vowed to fill the jails 
in their determination. 

PROBE SEEKS INFORMATION FROM STANS ON GOP SPENDING 

AN INVESTIGATOR has been sent to Miami Beach 
to obtain more information from former Commerce Sec¬ 
retary Maurice Stans for the General Accounting Office 
audit of Republican spending, it was learned Wednesday 
in Washington. Sources said Philip S- Hughes, director of 
GAO’s federal election office, flew to the GOP convention 
city late Tuesday after the GAO delayed release of the 
audit which was sparked by the attempt of five men to 
bug the Democratic National Committee headquarters 
In the early morning hours of June 17. Funds from the 
OOP’s Committee to Re-elect President Nixon allegedly 
wound up in the bank account of Bernard Barker, one of 
the suspects arrested in the bugging attempt.

PHONE CO.’S RATE HIKE REQUEST UNDER FIRE 

The NEW ENGLAND Telephone Co.’s request for a 
$61 million “emergency” rate hike came under fire Wed¬ 
nesday from a cabinet secretary, the attorney general, 
pnd a legislative chairman.

Mofenson Applauds Action

because of alcohol. 

“Many of those killed were 
innocent tragic victims of 
another person’s criminality,” 
Mofenson said. 

“It is my fervent hope that

A Proper Home 

Finding a proper location for the distribution of 
methadone is definitely not the only controversial thing 
about the drug. 

The use of the drug in an attempt to help opiate 
addicts is itself a source of great concern among ex¬ 
perts in the field. The merit of methadone treatment 
is an argument that really belongs among them. 

The question of the location of a methadone clinic 
is easier to tackle; and when it came to light last week 
that McLean Hospital in Belmont intends to open its 
own clinic, it was welcome news. 

Addiction implies a multiplicity of problems, social, 
mental and nhyscal; and the treatment of addcts is a 
proper function of a hospital because any additional 
sendees needed by the addict are always immediately 
available. In addition to emergency services, expertise 
in the various branches of medicne is also available 
from other members of a hospital staff. 

By the same token, we cannot find fault w ; th the 
staff of the Regenisis Clinic now located in the First 
Church of Newton, because its reason for existing was 
to meet a need that had not been met by any other ex¬ 
isting methadone clinic. 

Regenisis has always had troubles with finding a 
" location to operate and has been forced into a string of 
temporary homes. We commend the First Church for 
its cognizance of the clinic’s plight and its awarenes- 
of the crucial social issue of drug addiction. 

In addition, we hope that every effort will be made 
by McLean Hospital and the Regenisis staff to come to 
a reasonable solution. 

The foremost consideration in the situation has to 
be what is best for the people burdened with a drug 
addiction; and if all parties realize that they can best 
be helped in a hospital setting, we hope approprate 
steps will be taken to get them there. 


Lost — A Legacy 

Boston newspapers waxed esctatic for days and

>. That was a big day in Boston. That was the day 
>hen the first transit subway was opened on the North 
American continent. Making the short run from an 
Xpen end of the tunnel on Bovlston street to a station 
Tilled Park street, was an open air trolley car equipped 
;with long benches. The benches carried several coats of 
avy varnish. Gleaming paint covered the metal. Those 
privileged to ride were indeed, “VERY IMPORTANT 
PERSONS.” 

r: Trolley No. 1752, which made the initial trip has 
^jone the way of all open trobeys—save those in muse- 
Xmis. The West End Street Railway which then domi¬ 
nated city transit, has long since been absorbed in the 
puccess of private and public organizations dedicated to 
getting Bostonians from one place to another. 

: Once, in the interim which has followed, the road 

known as the Boston Elevated or simply the Boston EJ 
dominated the picture. 

; For years it ranked among the world's big city 
transport systems. Its leadership, its ability to stay 
abreast of the times made it outstanding. It’s decline 
went unnoticed at the start. It was hastened as age took 
ks toll on men like Edward Dana. 

; In recent years as the MBTA, the lineal successor! 
of Boston’s first subway line settles deeper and deep- 
Jf into the monetary morass, a place it found when it 
became a direct public charge. 

At the end of World War II cities like Leningrad, 
Kiev, Milan, Lisbon, Toronto, Stokholm, Nagoya, Paris, 
Montreal, London, Moscow* and Berlin have added or 
built new links to their transit systems. Some, at east, 
may have financial headaches but the extend of those 
pains can hardly out-distance our MBTA’s woes. 

Somewhere along the line we’ve lost the legacy i 
of the doughty old West End Railway which once mov-! 
ed on horsepower, and showed Boston the way.

Maybe, the Metropolitan District Commission cool¬ 
ed off some potential County Golf Course supporters re¬ 
cently. That could be the day when the MDC expressed 
the possibility it might have to close down its newly-1 
opened Weymouth Landing swim-pool and ice-rink in¬ 
stallation—lack of funds. 


The Republicans claimed that when Sargent 
Shriver was asked by Frank Manciewicz, McGovern’s 
top aide, if he had any skeletons in his closet, Shriver 
wisecracked: “Only Eunice.” 

Some Republican delegates insisted that Sena¬ 
tor Ted Kennedy tried to persuade Sargent Shriver 
not to accept the Vice Presidential nomination. 
However, there did not appear to be any solid in¬ 
formation to support that statement. 

A general belief existed at the Republican con¬ 
vention that Senator Ted Kennedy will be the Demo¬ 
cratic nominee for President in 1976 and will be op¬ 
posed by Spiro Agnew*. That, of course, presupposes 
the reelection of President Nixon in November. 

A GOP dissenter to that opinion pointed out that 
Ted’s senatorial term will end in 1976 and that if he 
should run for President that year and be defeated, he 
w r ould be out of public life. 

Ted Kennedy is now only 40 years old. He has 
plenty of time in which to stand for election to the 
Presidency. 

The feeling is that he will be less concerned in 
1976 than he is now for the fatherless children in 
the Kennedy clan to whom he is a sort of foster 
father because they will be four years older. 

That, of course, may or may not prove to be the 
case. Ted ca nbide his time, wait until 1980 or 1981 be¬ 
fore making his bid for the Presidency. He does not 
need to be in a rush. 

A dominant figure at the Republican convention 
was Congresswoman Margaret M. Heckler. With 
women assuming an increasingly prominnt role in poli¬ 
tics, Mrs. Heckler’s political star is still on the. rise. 

As one veteran GOP politico put it, she is one of 
the Republican party’s most valuable properties. 

Out attendance at the Republican conclave fresh¬ 
ened up some of the history lessons \fe had forgotten. 
When Senator Thomas Eagleton resigned from his 
nomination as the Democratic candidate for Vice 
President and Sargent Shriver was named to -succeed 
him, it was not the first time a National Committee 
was called into a special session to appoint a Vice 
Presidential nominee. 

Back in 1912, when William Howard Taft was the 
Republican nominee for President, his Vice Presidential 
running mate, James S. Sherman, died on October 30, 
only a few days before the election. The Republican 
National Committee was called into an emergency ses¬ 
sion and picked Nicholas Murray Butler, president of 
Columbia University, as Taft’s new ticket mate. Taft 
lost the 1912 election to Woodrow Wilson.

Five Presidents have died of illnesses while in 
office. Four have been assassinated. One was ill 
for the last 17 months of his second term, vio¬ 
lating during that time between a comatose and 
conscious state. 

William Henry Harrison, our ninth President, was 
the first to die in office. Harrison, who was 68 when 
he was elected and actually was feeble and old beyond 
his years, contracted pneumonia at his own inaugura¬ 
tion and lived only 32 days of his term. 

James Knox Polk, the 11th President, served one 
term and died three months later. He was 53 years 
old at the time of his death. 

Zachary Taylor, known as “Old Rough and Ready,” 
was elected President in 1848 but lived only 16 months 
of his term. He died of typhus. 

Lincoln, Garfield, McKinley and John F. Kennedy 
in 1963 all w*ere assassinated. 

Woodrow* Wilson was elected President in 1912 
and reelected in 1916. He was stricken by a cere¬ 
bral hemorrhage on Sept. 25, 1919, and for the 
next 17 months the people of the United Slates 
could get no accounting of the condition of his 
health. 

Warren G. Harding died on Aug. 2, 1923, in tha 
third year of his term, in a San Francisco hotel after 
returning from a trip to Alaska. 

Iranklin I). Roosevelt, whose health was failing 
when he w*as reelected to a fourth term in 1944, died 
of a cerebral hemorrhage in Warm Springs, Ga.. only 
a relatively short time after his inauguration. FDR„ 
who wanted to live to see the end of World War 2, 
died five weeks before Germanv surrendered.

COP Convention Once Denied 
Renomination To President 

Republican historians recalled with some pride that 
m 1884 the independent-minded delegates to the GOP 
national convention refused to renominate a sitting 
President for a second term. 

The President was Chester A. Arthur who had 
made an enormous number of enemies within his own 
party, and this proved politically fatal to him. Arthur 
died two years later in 1886. He would not hace lived 
out his term if he had been reelected. 

Such a thing would not be likely to happen today 
because of the power and patronage of the Presi¬ 
dency. Most delegates attending the 1948 Demo- 
cratic national convention in Philadelphia exp-^ct- 
that Harry S. Truman would he defeated by Tho¬ 
mas Dewey. 

Nevertheless, they nominated Truman becauso 
of his pow*er and patronage and recognizing that lie 
would be President for another six months. Truman, 
of course, scored a tremendous upset victory. 

Incidentally, one President, Andrew* Johnson, came 
within a single vote of being impeached.

COP Leaders Say Collins 
May Carry State For Nixon 

Republican leaders attending the GOP conclave in 
Miami Beach voiced great respect for former Boston 
Mayor John F. Collins who is spearheading a Demo¬ 
cratic drive in New England for President Nixon and 
is the vice chairman of a nation-wide committee of 
Democrats for Nixon. 

The Gop politicos believe that Mr. Nixon, who 
was crushed in Massachusetts four years ago by 
Hubert H. Humphrey, has a chance of carrying the 
Bay State this year over George McGovern. 

They predict that a large number of dissident 
Democrats will line up with Collins before the Presi¬ 
dential election is held next November and that some 
of the so-called Democratic regulars, who were shoul¬ 
dered to one side by the McGovern organization will sit 
on their hands during the coming Presidential cam¬ 
paign. 

Collins’ oldest son and namesake, John F. Collins, 
Jr., was one of the heroes, incidentally, in a recent res¬ 
cue in the rough waters off Cohasset. 

The Collins boy and two other youths heard cries 
for help from about a mile out to sea. They obtain¬ 
ed a 15-foot boat with an outboard and went to 
ascertain what the shouts were all about, , 

The three youngsters arrived about a mile from 
shore to rescue three men clinging to a sinking boat 
that was just going under. A call had been made for 
help from the Coast Guard, but it was unable to res¬ 
pond because of the rocks in the area. 

* * * * 

Demonstrators Turn Off 
Residents Of Miami Beach 

A major portion of the story of the Republican 
National Convention was provided by the incredible 
hordes of youthful demonstrators who converged on 
Miami Beach for the avowed purpose of embarrassing 
President Nixon. 

One of the astounding things about them was 
that they felt the city had an obligation and responsi-^ 
bility to furnish free campsites and necessary facilities 
for them. 

This expense, added to the cost of policing them, 
represented a very substantial figure. You may 
be sure it will be a long time before the people of 
Miami Beach will consent to having another na¬ 
tional convention in their city. 

Indeed, the Republican and Democratic parties 
may experience difficulty in finding places to hold 
their national conventions in 1976. The armies of dem¬ 
onstrating camp followers who accompany the con¬ 
ventions are too much. 

Flamingo Park, an eight-block area just south of 
the convention hall, was where the hippies, the yip- 
pies and other groups set up their tents. Some ob¬ 
servers called it the blue-jean, sandal and tent capital 
of the world. 

Most of the demonstrators were in the 17-25 age 
bracket, but their ages ranged up to 30. They looked 
as if they got dressed in a revolving door with a high 
wind blowing on them. 

The speeches by their leaders were rough and 
coarse and laced with profanity. Their crude ora¬ 
tory attacked and tore down everything about the 
country but offered no solutions. 

Many of the youths carried home-made clubs such 
as walking sticks and broken table legs. Some had rid¬ 
ing crops. Hunting knives dangled from the belts of 
a few.

More women, young people and blacks were del¬ 
egates to the 1972 Republican National Convention 
than any GOP conclave in history.

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She Decided To Get Her Hands 
Dirty This Summer—She Did 

Franny Lawrence of Sandy Valley road has just returned from eight weeks 
in Appalachia where she participated in a home repair project sponsored by the 
American Friends Service Committee and her enthusiastic response to the ques¬ 
tion “How did it go?” is “It was an absolutely incredible experience!” 

And no wonder. 

Franny was one of twenty young people from all over the country who lived 
and worked together in a small, rural town in West Virginia building porches, 
painting houses, repairing roofs, putting siding on homes and even building an 
entire room almost from scratch. None of them had any previous experience in 
such work, all of them were high school students (Franny graduated from the 
Windsor School in Boston in June and will enter Trinity College this fall) and each 
one brought home a new sense of awareness of other people’s problems and a 
spirit of comradarie that can’t be matched anywhere. 




"There were twenty of us: 
In my group,” Franny says, 
“eight girls, eight boys and 
four leaders. I lived in a three 
bedroom house with the girls 
and two of the leaders; the 
boys lived in one room at the 
community center of our 
‘home base town’ — Hartford 
— with two leaders.” 

"There were five of us 
sharing a bedroom and the 
whofbe experience of living so 
closely with people that you 
never knew before was real¬ 
ly incredible!” she goes on 
enthusiastically. “We really 
got to know each other and it 
was really neat. We also got 
to know’ many of the local 
people, especially those for 
whom we did work, and they 
were neat. too. I think that 
they get bored, living in a 
email town and seeing each 
other all the time, so they 
were glad to see some new 
faces.” 

Frarmy and her group rose 
at 7 a.m. each day and by 8 
o’clock they were “on the 
job.” Their work day lasted 
until four in the afternoon 
when they returned to their 
“home” for an evening of 
guitar playing, rapping or at¬ 
tending the drive-in movie 
which was a ten-minute drive 
away. 

“We were all movie buffs 


p* 


so we went all the time,” 
Franny says. 

The group received their 
assignments from the local 
staff members of the Commu¬ 
nity Action Program, a fed¬ 
erally-funded self-help group. 
Their jobs took them through¬ 
out the entire region, some¬ 
times helping an elderly wi¬ 
dow repair her porch, another 
time shingling a roof for a 
local farmer whose children 
had moved to another, more 
prosperous part of the state. 

Overseeing the day-to-day 
progress of each job was a 
local carpenter who served as 
the group’s foreman. Accord¬ 
ing to Franny, he molded 
the group into an efficient 
unit which fast became profi¬ 
cient in their. newly-learned 
jobs. Once they got started, 
the group always had three 
jobs running at one time. 

In all, the group completed 
fifteen jobs during their 
eight-week stay — an achieve¬ 
ment of which they are all, 
rightfully, proud. 

The people for whom they 
worked were generally older 
people on welfare who were 
“really appreciative of what 
we were doing.” 

“Although they may seem 
a little proud, that’s under¬ 
standable,” Franny explains. 
“Many of them were too old 
to repair their own homes 


and their children had moved 
away. There weren’t enough 
young people around to do 
these jobs.” 

Several of the local rest-' 
denis showed their apprecia¬ 
tion for the group’s efforts by 
giving them homemade foods 
as a gift. 

“The two old ladies who 
ran the communafty center 
where the boys lived kept 
giving us tons of pinto 
beans,” Franny says with a 
laugh. “I don't like them so 
I didn’t eat too many, but it 
was nice of them to be so 
generous. And another lady 
baked biscuits for us all the 
time.” 

“I was surprised at how 
well w« lived while we were 
there,” Franny adds. “Al¬ 
though there were a lot of us 
living together in a small 
house, we did eat weW by buy¬ 
ing our food wholesale just 
over the river in Ohio, and we 
had a bathtub and hot and 
cold running water.” 

Franny first heard about 
the program through a class¬ 
mate at Windsor — Forbsde 
Singer of Dedham — who had 
participated in the program 
last summer. The only other 
Massachusetts resident who 
was in Franny's group this 
summer was Mary EWis of 
Newton.

CORRECTIONS DEPT. HIT IN NORFOLK DEATHS PROBE 

NORFOLK County District Attorney George A. 
Burke accused Corrections Department officials Wed 
resday of decisions that “led directly” to the deaths of 
four persons in a shooting incident at the Norfolk Pri¬ 
son Colonv on July 31. A special investigation com¬ 
mittee, appointed by Corrections Commissioner John O. 
Boone,’ concluded previously that, given conditions at 
Norfolk at the time, the incident was “unavoidable.” 
During a visit from his wife shortly after 9 a.m., Elliott 
drew t :o handguns, shot a guard fatally, then- shot and 
killed a civilian employe. Later, in an isolated prison 
dormitory, Elliott shot and killed his wife, Katherine, 
and then took his own life. The investigation into the 
Incident ordered by Boone concluded the motive for the 
Incident was a “suicide-love” pact. Burke told a special 
genate Investigating Committee his office had informed 
Norfolk Supt. George H Bohlinger III on four occasions 
?n mid and late July that Elliott was armed with two 
guns and wrs prepared to lead an escape attempt.

As the Republican National Convention came to a 
close, a number of Massachusetts delegates reported a 
sharp rift between two of the Ray State’s top GOP 
figures, Governor Francis W. Sargent and former Gov¬ 
ernor John A. Volpe, now the Secretary of Transporta¬ 
tion in President Nixon’s Cabinet.

Curtis said that McGovern 
stood for economic redistribu¬ 
tion and for making over the 
political and governmental in¬ 
stitutions of the country. 

“His economic programs 
have a strong leftist slant. His 
proposed meat axe cuts in the 
defense budget would be dan¬ 
gerous. On unemployment he 
wants the government to be the 
employer of last resort, over¬ 
looking the failure of WPA. 

And he goes so far as to sug¬ 
gest the restructuring of busi¬ 
ness enterprise. A plank in the 
Democratic platform proposes: 
‘Deconcentrate shared monop¬ 
olies, such as auto, steel and 
tire industries, which adminis¬ 
ter prices, create unemploy¬ 
ment through restricted output 
and stifle technological inno¬ 
vation,’ ” Curtis declared. 

Curtis observed that Mc¬ 
Govern got his first impetus 
and amassed his army of fol¬ 
lowers from the war issue, but 
lately has relied more on eco¬ 
nomic redistribution and re¬ 
lated subjects. “He proclaims 
these issues in a demagogic 
vein and attempts to array one 
group against another,” Curtis 
said.

I win a Democratic primary battle in which she is op-! 
posed by five adversaries, three of them blacks. 

They maintain that it is unfair and unsound to 
judge Mrs. Hicks on the basis of her showing in 
Boston’s mayoralty contest last year when she was 
defeated by Mayor Kevin H. White who was mak¬ 
ing a terrific comeback after a losing bid for the 
Governorship in 1970. 

Her backers declare that people, who would not 
vote to elect Louise Day Hicks Mayor, will vote to keep 
her in Congress. 

Cawley and Hennigan reply that Mrs. Hicks has 
climbed the political hill too many times, that this is 
her filth fight in six years, that she ran for Mayor in 
1967, for City Council in 1969, for Congress in 1970, for 
Mayor again in 1971 and now a second run for Con¬ 
gress in her quest for reelection. 

The arguments which swirl around Mrs. Hicks 
and the uncertainty she creates are what makes 
this fight an intriguing one. She has been forced to 
spend most of her time in Washington when Con¬ 
gress was in session and has done much of her 
campaigning on weekends. 

The three blacks in the contest are Melvin Miller, 
Hubert (Hubie) Jones and Enoch O’D Woodhouse. Mil¬ 
ler, publisher of the weekly newspaper, the Bay State 
Banner, is probably the best known of the three. Hubie! 


Representative Martin A. Linsky of Brookline had 
| a poll made. It showed former Congressman Laurence 
Curtis, also of Brookline, leading in the primary race. 
Linsky made public the poll returns, which gave Curtis 
30.1 per cent, Linsky 28.6 per cent, Representative 
Robert A. Belmonte of Framingham 12.1 per cent and 
Avi Nelson, son of a Newton Rabbi, 6.6 per cent, with 
22.6 per cent undecided. 

Candidates for public offices rarely make known 
the results of polls which show someone other than 
themselves leading in a political contest. Linsky 
was the exception who proves the rule. 

Curtis and Linsky are the best known of the four 
candidates in the Republican congressional race, but 
Belmonte and Nelson are waging very active cam¬ 
paigns in their efforts to overcome the so-called recog¬ 
nition factor.

This grant Is a result of

The Hakuunro Hotel is on 
the outskirts of Kanazawa, 
about 1,000 feet up in the 
hills overlooking a lake. It 
was built in 1932 but has 
been modernized and 
expanded and now offers 
about 100 rooms, including 
30-odd in an air-conditioned 
wing built down one side of 
the hill. 

We were bowed into the 
lobby where a middle-aged 
maid assigned to our room 
took our shoes (you get 


them back when you leave) 
and then led us to our 
quarters. Actually, it was a 
suite, consisting of a large 
dining sleeping area with a 
low table and cushions, 
separated by sliding screen 
panels from a small living 
room with a western-type 
sofa and two chairs, a tiny 
kitchenette, dressing room, 
private bath with sunken 
tub and a separate western- 
style toilet. There also were 
a chest of drawers, a clothes 
closet and a color television 
set. 

The maid motioned us to 
remove our clothes and 
handed my room mate and 
me a light cotton robe called 
a yukata, a cloth belt, a 
heavy outer kim 0 no, and a 
pair of clogs which was all 
we wore during our stay. 
AI R o a towel, about the size 
of a handkerchief, for 
washing, bathing and 
drying. 

H&kuunro has several 
indoor bathing facilities in 
addition to an outdoor pool. 
Indoor baths include private 
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“family” tubs and a 
communal bath house with 
three big pools, all fed by 
hot spring waters. We 
enjoyed the pools although 
all the other bathers - 
Japanese and American • 
were also males. 

In Japan, bathers soap 
and rinse outside the tub 
before submerging in the 
steaming hot water. A cold 
dousing or shower usually 
completes the bath. 

We slept on thick quilt-like 
rugs tailed futon* Spread on 
the soft tatami (reed mat) 
floor and found it quite 
comfortable. Less 
comfortable for m e, 
however, was sitting or 
knecHng on the floor or 
cushions during, meals. But 
all in all it was a memorable 
experience. 

Rates at the Hanuunro 
during our visit ranged from 
$25 to $35 per day with two 
Japanese style meals served 
in the room by the maid. But 
prices could change in view 
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of the revaluation of the^yeo • 
and the dollar.

Rehabilitation Of 
Disabled Workers 

The number of severely 
disabled people who are 
rehabilitated and return to 
work every year has almost 
tripled since social security 
began paying for some of the 
cost, according to Anthony 
Chiota, social security 
manager in Roslindale. 

In fiscal 1966, before social 
security began helping to fund 
rehabilitation, 6,717 severely 
disabled workers were 
rehabilitated with regular 
State-Federal vocational 
rp »,«1 tj l l rehabilitation funds. “Since 
1 dlipiC IIOHJS that year,” Chiota said, “social 
security has helped pay the 
cost in selected cases and the 
number of rehabilitated 
workers has steadily increased 
- to 19,029 in 1971.” 

Eligible workers can get 
monthly disability payments 
from social security if they’re 
severely disabled and it looks

The Chino Mines Division 
of Kennecott Copper 
Corporation in Hurley, N. 
M.. has completed plans to 
build a new $21 million 
facility to reduce sulfur | 
oxides and particulate | 
matter from its copper i 
smelter smokestacks. 

The purpose is to help 
control air pollution, but the 
company is caught in the 
middle of a fight between 
the state and federal 
governments. The union 
representing the employes is 
as unhappy about it as the 
company. 

Chino is now committed tx> 
the construction of a plant 
to convert sulfur oxides to 
sulfuric acid and of another 
plant which will neutralize 
the acid into a harmless 
“throwaway” product. 

The State of New Mexico 
worked out regulations and 
methods to meet federal air 
quality standards under the 
clear^air act. After hearings, 
the state board adopted 
regulations intended to 
protect public health, and 
then submitted Its 
implementation plan to the 
U. S. Environmental 
Protection Agency. 

The plan, including a 
regulation calling for a 60 
per cent reduction of 


emissions from non-ferrous 
smelters, was rejected by 
EPA. The company lias 
appealed the rejection to a 
federal court, but must hold 
up on its construction of the 
control facility until the 
court decides just what it is 
required to do. 

The spokesman for Chino 
says. “The resons still are 
not clear. The federal agency 
was supposed to send 
someone to New Mexic 0 to 
explain the problem, but has 
not done so. Apparently, the 
federal people used the 
wrong set of figures in 
developing their 
information.”
